Fire From Cooling Fluid 
Not From Gas Tank. 


IRE in the air, nowadays, comes 
F not from explosions in the gas 

tank, but from the cooling fluid. 
Gas tanks on, Hurricanes and Spit- 
fires are what is called bulletproof. 
Bulletproof does not mean what it 
sounds like, for machine-gun bullets 
puncture gas tanks quite easily. 
What it means is that the inside 
of the tanks are coated with a 
chemical substance that closes the 
hole made by the bullet after the 
bullet has passed through, so that 
the tank will not leak. It does not 
catch fire even from an incendiary 
bullet, because there is so little 
oxygen inside the tank. What 
catches fire is the motor cooling 
fluid which becomes explosive if 
overheated. Even if it doesn’t catch 
fire, its fumes, when overheated, 
are often deadly. 


Lieut. Harte’s ship. had been hit 
in the radiator. The cooling fluid 
leaked out. The motor overheated. 
The cooling fluid finally caught 
fire. He came swirling into his 
airport with smoke and flames all 
around him. 


The next time it happened was 
very much like the last, except that 
Harte now had had some experi- 
ence with cooling fluid catching 
fire and after his motor reached a 
certain temperature he shut it off. 
The motor immediately froze. There 
was no airport in sight, so he 
came down in a field.

Our first job was to send the destroyers to 
England. We learned there were certain over- 
age destroyers that could easily be spared—150 
of them—but we plugged for 50. Taking that 
number as a goal was “pure hunch,” but I want 
to say that we’ve never had an objective that 
wasn’t approved in advance by the General Staffs 
of the United States Army and Navy. 

We put Gen. Pershing on the air, but the really 
smart trick we pulled was that after Lindbergh 
made his speech, we put his mother-in-law (Mrs, 
Dwight W. Morrow) on the air. And was that 
a face card? It was! 

She said “Telegraph the White House and your 
Congressmen,” and the next day .. . 15,000 tele- 
grams came tumbling down on Washington, say- 
ing, “Give the destroyers to Great Britain.” They 
never knew what hit them! 

In commenting on this speech, J. William Terry 
of the White Committee said he would like to have 
it understood that the word “trick,” in reference 
to Mrs. Morrow's radio address, was used in the 
sense of a card game rather than a shrewd act. 

Now, let us turn the calendar back to Aug. 9 of 
this year. On that date, the Post-Dispatch printed 
the results of its investigation into “the mystery 
behind” Gen. Pershing’s radio address. The mystery 
grew out of the fact that, although reports were 
current in Washington that Gen. Pershing would 
make a speech on international affairs, inquiries 
made of Col. Adamson, the General’s aid, and of 
the War Department brought forth statements that 
they had no information that a Pershing statement 
was forthcoming. Four days later the speech was 
made. 

In the course of its inquiry, the Post-Dispatch 
asked Mr. White about it. The following is quoted 
from the story of Aug. 9: 

Pershing’s advocacy of much greater aid to 
England “short of war” directly supported the 
campaign. conducted by William Allen White’s 
Committee to Defend America by Aiding the 
Allies, but the Emporia editor, reached by tele- 
phone at Estes Park, Colo., said “regretfully” 
that he had nothing to do with the speech and 
had only learned an hour beforehand that it was 
to be delivered. 

When White’s attention was called to a state- 
ment in Gen. Hugh S. Johnson’s column yester- 
day that “nobody can tell me that the General 
wrote that speech; it smells to me like Bill 
White,” White said: 

“Lord! I never heard of it until Clark Eichel- 
berger, our executive secretary, called me by long 
distance to tell me to listen to it. If our com- 
mittee had participated in the arrangements, I’d 
have known it long in advance because Eichel- 
berger is constantly in touch with me, calling on 
an average of twice a day.” 

In August, Mr. White was serenely unaware of 
the Pershing speech, had nothing to do with it, 
didn’t even know it was going to be delivered. In 
December, boasting of the achievements of himself 
and his committee, Mr. White says: “We put Gen. 
Pershing on the air.” 

It strikes us an explanation is in order. Since 
Mr. White and his committee have such remarkable 
influence with the United States Government as to 
bring about the destroyer deal, the operations of 
that committee and its chairman properly become 
matters of public discussion and inquiry. In fact, 
from numerous quarters has come the request that 
White and his propaganda engine be investigated by 
Congress.

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NEW WORK FOR PAUL McNUTT. 

Just before he left Washington, President Roose- 
velt announced an important appointment, that of 
Paul V. McNutt to be co-ordinator of “all health, med- 
ical, welfare, nutrition, recreation and other related 
fields of activity affecting the national defense.” 

This far-ranging work, added to Mr. McNutt’s 
present big job as Federal Social Security Adminis- 
trator, makeg his assignment one of the most impor- 
tant in Washington. His understanding administra- 
tion of the social security program has won him wide- 
spread admiration, even among many who were crit- 
ical of or opposed his appointment. 

The record Mr. McNutt has written indicates that 
the President ‘has chosen well in calling him to an

William Allen White in the Emporia Ga-

HE great task before the American peo- 
ple is to keep out of this war. Just now, 
war seems to be spreading to the Balkans. 
Tomorrow it may threaten the Americas. 
War is a pestilence which may attack any 
land when the plague is abroad in the earth. 
The question now is, What are our people 
doing to prevent our entrance into war? 
Above everything, we should keep out of 
this war—first, because we should maintain 
our economic integrity so far as possible; 
second, because we should keep our political 
neutrality so far as possible, not to save our 
own hides but to have some influence in di- 
recting or helping to direct world settlement 
for a just peace. For only a just peace will 
be a lasting peace. 

If we are a belligerent, weakened econom- 
ically and biased politically with the others, 
at this war’s close. our voice will not have 
behind it the power that we will have if we 
remain economically strong and politically 
fairly neutral. 

No plan, no specific course all thought out 
in advance, no formula of any kind will 
keep us out of war. No President can lead 
us into war against our will. No party, no 
Congress can get us into war unless we 
weakly yield to war’s trumpets of hate! 

Yet after all, only the sturdy resolution of 
the American people to avoid the conflict 
will keep ug out of war. We must implement 
our sturdy resolution by an intelligent citi- 
zenship. Otherwise, we shall be swept off 
our feet by emotions. That’s the rub! 

Are we up to it? There is the one serious 
question that breeds fear and doubt in the 
hearts of thoughtful citizens.

Boy Scouts of St. Louis showed 
what they had learned of outdoor 
craft. and of the origins of scout- 
is in Indian and pioneer life at 
the opening last night of their 
three-day circus before an en- 
thusiastic crowd of 10,200 at the 
Arena. The show will be given 


again tonight and tomorrow night 
at 7:30 o’clock. 

Emphasizing patriotism, the cir- 
cus demonstrated the contribution 
of Scouts to their communities and 
to American life in a time of na- 
tional emergency. A cast of almost 
10,000 Scouts from the 11 south- 
eastern counties composing the St. 
Louis Council took part. 

After a 15-minute concert by a 
specially assembled band o* more 
than 100 pieces, the Cubs, nine to 
12-year-old future Scouts, marched 
3000 strong into the Arena carrying 
plecards bearing mottoes and 
led by their “den mothers” and 
Cubmasters. They dispersed into 
seats at the south end of the 
Arena after giving the Cub yelp 
in a darkened Arena, illuminated 
only by the flashlights which each 
of them carried. 

A parade of 7000 scouts, with the 
color guards of the 300 troops 
massed in the center of the ring, 
introduced the scout part of the 
program, and ended with the sing- 
ing of “God Bless America” by the 
marchers and the standing audi- 
ence. 

The circus events followed in 
swift succession, punctuated by 
blasts on a siren announcing the 
end of each act. First the air was 
filled with 300 model airplanes in 
the aviation number, and parts of 
the crowd ducked as the elastic- 
propelled craft soared freely around 
the Arena. Swooping monoplanes 
with chemically treated wings imi- 
tated sky-writers © and brought 
whoops from the youthful sections 
of the crowd where they landed. 

In a brief minute the Arena be- 

came a Scout encampment, with 
pup-tents, tepees, lean-to’s, wall 
tents and canoe camps covering 
the expanse of cement floor. The 
paraphernalia was instantly cleared 
when the siren sounded and a mo- 
ment later the arena was ringed 
with Scouts cracking bull whips 
and spinning whirligigs. George 
Langenberg, mate of the Sea Scout 
ship Polaris, showed off his skill 
with the whip by snuffing six can- 
dies in a row from a distance of 
15 feet. 
Sea and land Scouts then showed 
how they were trained to handle 
emergencies. The former gave a 
mass resuscitation drill to the 
booming rhythm of the loudspeak- 
ers’ chant “Out with the bad air, 
in with the good.” 

The land Scouts set up a model 
home, practicing all the Scout safe- 
ty principles, at one end of the 
Arena, and a mad-house at the oth- 
er end in which father, mother and

The comic blind boxing, in which 
there was more comedy than box- 
ing, was followed by a high-step- 
ping exhibition by a crack Negro 
drum and bugle corps, led by two 
drum majors, one of whom was 
twice the height of the other. Camp- 
ing and gymnastics were also 
shown by the Negro troops. 

The spectacular feature number 
of the evening was the Indian danc- 
ing, led by Ralph Hubbard at the 
tom-tom, in which gaudy, feathered 
costumes were worn by the Scout 
braves.

MERCY KILLINGS CONDEMNED 
BY VATICAN HOLY OFFICE 


Ruling on Euthanasia by Sacred 
Congregation Said to Have 
Been Requested. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
Mercy killings as a Government 
practice for racial or economic rea- 
sons have been condemned by the 
Sacred Congregation of the Holy 
Office. 

A statement said it “is not permis- 
sible to kill by mandate of public 
authorities those who, while not 
having committed any crime merit- 
ing death, nevertheless because of 
mental or physical deficiency no 
longer are useful to the nation but 
are rather a public charge.” Such 
acts, it said, are contrary to nat- 
ural and divine law. 

Whether euthanasia, or mercy 
killing, is right has been debated 
in some countries and the Congre- 
gation said its statement was is- 
sued in reply to a request for a

Time for Cruisers Cut Up to One-Eighth— 


_ Yards Irfstalling Sub-Assemblies Farmed 
Out to Small Shops. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
New fighting ships are joining the 
fleet at the rate of one every 12 
days, the National Defense Com- 


mission reported today. 

Making public an analysis of the 
navy’s $7,700,000,000 ship construc- 
tion and alteration program, the 
commission said its study showed 
shipbuilding time had been cut ma- 
terially. 

“The 40-month building period for 
completing cruisers has been cut 
as much as one-eighth,” it con- 
tinued, “and submarine construc- 
tion time has been cut from 30 
months to 24 months. Destroyers 
under construction are being 
launched three months ahead of 
schedules.” 

Mentioning some short cuts, the 
commission said a compieted Diesel 
engine was installed in one ship be- 
ing built at the Tampa (Fla.) ship- 


yards, instead of being assembled in 
the ship piecemeal. 

“Following this same procedure, 
entire boilers will be delivered,” the 
statement said. “Auxiliary machin- 
ery will be completed and assembled 
outside the yards, thus requiring 
only the actual installation work 
to be done within the shipbuilding 
yards themselves.” 

This procedure, it was explained, 
would permit the smaller machine 
shops throughout the nation to par- 
ticipate in building up materials 
and sub-assemblies necessary to the 
program. 

The analysis showed that con- 
tracts awarded for ship construc- 
tion to date totaled more than §3,- 
800,000,000. The remaining portion of 
the authorized total would be util- 
ized for armor, armament and 
equipment, the commission said, to 
be contracted for as the ships ap- 
proached completion.

bachter, “people won’t go to the 
colonies, they will be sent. In this 
way, not only will adventurers be 
eliminated but selections will be 
made in conformity with health re- 
quirements and a high racial con- 
sciousness. The National Socialist 
racial doctrine does not only apply 
to Germans in Europe but also to 
those in Africa.” 


Limits Undefined. 


Just what will be included in 
this new empire, providing the 
Germans are successful in their 
war with England, is less definitely 
delineated. Most of the accounts 
speak only generally of Africa. 
From the beginning, the Nazis have 
insisted that the full colonies of 
German East and West Africa, 
Cameroon and Togoland, which 
were made mandates after the last 
war, must be returned. Some Ger- 
mans, who are in a position to 
know, believe that this will be 
merely a point of departure and 
that the real talking will begin 
after that. 


Much has been heard here re- 
cently of plans for a joint trustee- 
ship of ‘most of the African con- 
tinent. This is at least hinted at 
in an account of the meeting of 
the Verwaltungsakademie der Nord- 
mark and the Reich Colonial 
League in Kiel, this week, of which 
the Hamburger Fremdenblatt says: 

“Germany and Italy, and with 
them all those European nations 
having colonial demands to press in 
Africa, after the war, could and 
must co-operate in a general scheme 
of reorganization.” 

Such a procedure would have 
definite advantages tor Germany. 
Empires are expensive projects in 
their development stages and if it 
is possible to gain most of the de- 
sired ends through arrangements 


ample—well, why not? It would 
dovetail neatly with the plans by 
which much of the industrial and 
agricultural capacity of Europe is 
being molded. to fit Germany’s 
needs and wishes. 

in Training. 

In one sense, Germany’s blue- 
prints for empire antedate ‘the 
Nazis by several years. Well-staffed 
consulates in most of the other 
colonial areas have been utilized 
for the training of colonial experts 
almost ever sincs the German col- 
Onies were made mandates. The 
“general-government” area of what 
was formerly Poland is likewise 
being handled and administered in 
many ways along colonia! lines. 
There is, of course, a certain 
amount of propaganda value for do- 
mestic consumption in the confi- 
dent -preparation for colonial ven- 
tures, for it assumes a victorious 
end to the war, but the plan by 
no means ends there. One needs 
only to remember the infinite detail 
and the energy that went into the 
campaigns in Poland and the West, 
and the similar detail with which 
Germany is now reorganizing the 
economics of Europe.

Plan Parallel Action in In- 
quiry Into Use of U. S. 
Mails for Nazi - Fascist 


Propaganda. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The Justice Department and the 
Dies committee, which have crit- 
icised each other recently, got to- 
gether yesterday for an exposure 
of Nazi and Fascist propaganda in 
the mails. 

Attorney-General Jackson noti- 
fied Representative Voorhis 
(Dem.), California, of the commit- 
tee that although the department 
has been investigating the situa- 
tion, there was no objection to the 
committee’s “having the facts and 
giving such publicity as you see 
fit to this flow of propaganda.” 
The propaganda in question, 
Jackson said, has been “imported 
to this country through use of 
mailing privileges which this coun- 
try accords other countries under 


the international postal conven- 
tion” and most of it “is legal in 
character and not subject to crim- 
inal prosecution.” 

“The steps which we have taken 
and those which we are contem- 
plating taking in connection with 
it will not be prejudiced by dis- 
closure,” Jackson told Voorhis in 
a telegram, 

This followed a conference be- 
tween Jackson and Voorhis, des- 
ignated by Chairman Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, of the committee to act in 
his behalf, to promote co-operation 
between the department and the 
committee. 

Voorhis said afterward it was 
agreed each had “a place in a par- 
ticular field—the committee in ex- 
posing subversive activities and the 
department in the apprehension of 
violators of the law.” 

Meanwhile committee sources 
predicted that indictments would 
result from evidence turned over 
to the department that Gerrhan 
sympathizers were sabotaging a 
British plane order in a Califor- 
hia factory, which was not named. 


JESSE LIVERMORE’S ESTATE 
WORTH LESS THAN $10,000

Captive’s Log Tells of Nazi Raider 
Laying Mines, Refueling in Pacific 


British Captain Says Ship Flew Greek Colors 
Until Near His Vessel, Then Flashed 
German Flag, Sank Freighter. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The story of a German sea raid- 
er, disguised as a Greek ship, des- 
troying vessels in the South Pa- 
cific, laying mines in Australian 
and African waters and refueling 


from a Nazi tanker in mid-ocean, 
is told in the log of the British 
freighter Haxby, a victim. 

The 5207-ton Haxby left Green- 
ock last April 8 for Corpus Christi, 
Tex., the log, published by the New 
York Maritime Register and Lon- 
don Journal of Commerce, relates. 

Seven days after the Haxby left 
its convoy a steamer carrying 
Greek’ colors crossed its bow. A 
moment later the Nazi ensign went 
up and incendiary and high-ex- 
plosive shells from four concealed 
six-inch guns burst from the ves- 
sel. In 30 minutes the Haxby was 
afire, her lifeboats riddled, gaping 
holes torn in her sides and 16 men 
dead. 

Rest Picked Up by Raider. 

“Tt decided to abandon ship,” 
Capt. Arundell wrote in his log. 
“When-the frigate Captain saw us 
in the water ... with only life- 
belts he put out boats and picked 
up survivors. 

“We were taken aboard the raid- 
er and each of us were issued 
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with the following articles: one 
shirt (wood pulp), one set under- 
wear (wood pulp), one pair socks 
(wood pulp), one canvas suit, one 
pair canvas shoes (soles ersatz 
leather), toothbrush, toothpaste 
and one glass.” 

Later he noted in the log: 

“Raider proceeded in south-east- 
erly direction when on May 2 she 
laid mines off West Africa. 

“May 7, 8 and 9—Raider oiled 
from German tanker Winnetou (a 
5113-ton vessel out of Hamburg).” 

Mines Laid Near New Zealand. 

The raider rounded Cape Horn 
and on June 12 laid about 230 
mines near the New Zealand coast. 

(On Nov. 8 the American freight- 
er City of Rayville, 5883 tons, only 
American ship sunk in the war to 
date, struck a mine off Cape Ott- 
way, Victoria, Austrlia, sinking al- 
most immediately with the death of 
one man.) 


ed the Norwegian freighter Tropic 
Sea, loaded with wheat for Eng- 
land. After its capture the Win- 
netou came alongside to refuel the 
raider. The raider placed the 
British sailors aboard the Tropic 
Sea and with a prize crew dared 
the British blockade in an attempt 
to reach Bordeaux in occupied 
France. * 

The vessel was 400 miles off 
Gibraltar when the British sub- 
marine Truant appeared causing 
the Germans to scuttle the Tropic 
Sea, after they had held a prema- 
ture celebration in the belief that 
the submarine was a German U- 
boat. Capt. Arundell, his crew, the 
Norwegian skipper and his wife 
were landed at Gibraltar by the sub- 
marine and a ship was sent to pick 
up the Germans and Norwegians. 


Submarine Refueled Near West 
Indies, Schooner Skipper Says. 
MIAMI, Fla. Dec. 6 (AP). 

Charles Mason, who commanded 

the 87-foot schooner Icaros on a 

perilous voyage from Greece, said 

yesterday he saw a submarine be- 
ing refueled in the Atlantic Ocean 
in the vicinity of the West Indies. 

He did not approach near enough 

to recognize any markings. 

The Icaros arrived here yester- 
day. Mason said he and his crew 
of six left Athens May 27. The 
Icaros is owned by Charles E. So- 
renson, Ford Motor Co. executive, 
who was not aboard.

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STARK SAYS STATE 
FACES NO DEFICIT 
SURPLUS INSTEAD 


Governor Makes Public An- 
alysis Showing Missouri 
Will Be $585,000 to the 
Good Jan. 1. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 6.— 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark took another 
verbal jab at State Auditor Forrest 
Smith’s department, and its fiscal 
conclusions, when he denied today 
a forecast by that department that 
the State administration would 
wind up the 1939-1940 biennial peri- 
od on Dec. 31, with a general rev- 
enue fund deficit of between $1,- 
000,000 and $1,500,000. 

The Governor at the same time 
made public a general revenue 
analysis, based on figures taken 
from Smith’s books, showing the 
State would wind up the year with a 
balance of about $585,000 instead 
of the predicted deficiency. 

The Governor and Smith have 
not been in accord, on policies, 
politics, or fiscal affairs of State 
for many months. 


Dispute on Sales Tax. 


Stark yesterday assailed the 
Auditor’s announced plan of drop- 
ping about 110 sales tax field men 
from the payroll on Dec, 15 due 
to lack of funds, as unnecessary. 
Stark said that if the Auditor had 
used “intelligent budgeting” this 
move would not be necessary. 

The estimate of a net deficit of 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000 at 
the end of the biennial period was 
made by W. A. Holloway, chief 
clerk of Smith’s department. 

Stark made public today an 
analysis of the revenue fund, pre- 
pared by his special auditor, Rob- 
ert W. Russell, from the Auditor’s 
books. ‘The Governor said this 
analysis indicated the State would 
have a gross cash balance of 
slightly more than $585,000 on Dec. 
31, after the payment of all bills 
in the ordinary course of business. 

Large Balance. 

Stark said the forecast of total 
general revenue receipts made for 
December was somewhat larger 
than the revenue collected in De- 
cember of 1939” by reason of the 
large balance in,the bank account 
carried in the name of the State 
Auditor for the purpose of clearing 
sales tax collections.” 
This reference was to an account 
maintained by Smith in a Jeffer- 
son City bank to clear sales tax 
payment checks. Smith has ex- 
plained that a fairly large balance 
was maintained in this account, 
both for clearance purposes and to 
compensate the bank for the ex- 
pense of handling the large number 
of transactions involved. 
The Governor said the balance in 
this bank account was $1,966,692 
on last Nov. 30, but that since

How He Signaled 
To British Bombers 

ALFWAY across the Channel 
H he caught up with three Brit- 

ish Bristol-Blenheim bombers 
returning from a daylight raid. He 
recognized them as English and he 
snid they looked awfully good to 
him. They were his chance of pro- 
tection until he could land his ship 
on English soil. He flew down to 
come alongside them. When he got 
there—they were in formation—in- 
stead of welcoming smiles he 
watched six gun turrets swing 
around and 12 machine guns train 
on him. Harte said to me, “There’s 
one thing that bombers hate more 
than anything else in the world, 
and that’s a pursuit plane. Friend 
or foe, they just don’t like us.” I 
asked, “Why?” and he replied, “Be- 
cause sometimes pursuit planes get 
mixed up and shoot at their own 
bombers.” He also thought it pos- 
sible that what with this and that 
they had first mistaken him for a 
German, He said he began to feel 
pretty desperate and lonely and he 
couldn’t think how to make the 
bombers understand what he want- 
ed, which was simply protection 
until he got back to England. He 
said they finally saw that he was 
not an enemy plane and that when 
they did, instead of moving their 
guns off him, all the gunners began 
waving him off, telling him to go 
somewhere else. Finally he had an 
idea. He took a handkerchief out 
of his pocket, reached down and 
dipped it in blood from the wounds 
on his feet and held the bloody 
handkerchief out over his head. 
As I listened to this story, this was 
the first I heard of his having been 
wounded, 


He was very pleased with his in- 
genuity. He said the bombers 
caught on at once, the minute they 
saw the bloody handkerchief. “But 
then,” he said, “they scared me even 
more, because they got so curious 
all the crews began crowding into 
the gun turrets to look at me and I 
was afraid they would veer over 
and bump into me, because I 
couldn’t steer very well.” 


“But,” he added, “I finally had 
them, you know. I just cut down 
in front of them and kept them 
right up on my tail. They still 
couldn’t go quite as fast as I and 
when I had them up on my tail I 
knew that if any trouble came they 
would catch it first.” He said this 
as if he had played a rather sly 
trick on the bombers, a sly and not 
entirely cricket trick. 


Comes in to Land 
At 160 Miles an Hour. 


AIS time he didn’t try for a forced 

landing in a field, but when he 

got to England, left the bombers, 
and flew straight to his home air- 
port, He didn’t know why he did 
this, except that he had a strong 
desire not to land any place new, 
but to go home. 


His landing must have been spec- 
tacular. The technique of landing 
a plane is to slow up first and 
when you are close to stalling speed 
and close to the ground at the same 
time to pull the stick back, as if 
braking with the tail. Hurricanes 
are fine ships and with the flaps 
down they land around 60 miles an 
hour. Having now practically no 
fabric on his tail surface, Harte had 
to come in at around 160 miles an 
hour with the stick as far forward 
as possible, to keep the denuded 
tail from smacking the earth.

Then he 
taxied over to his plane station, 
where the mechanics were waiting, 
The head mechanic came out to 
him and stood a few feet from the 
plane, looking it over.

This is a fac- 
tory job.” That was all.
